Selectmen to do so. Herein lies the problem. And Mr. Hathaway 
outlined it, while mentioning that the "fingers of conflict" can be 
seen throughout the seven or eight meetings he has attended on 
The Regatta. He said one Selectman, Paul Lambalot, is in conflict 
on the matter and has said so. His nephew, James Lanagan, is 
one of the development team. Another Selectman, Ray Andrews, 
recently denounced the complex as being out of line for the 
town and the third, according to Mr. Hathaway, he has heard 
nothing from. "When you hear nothing, that is tantamount to 
approval," he said, probably indicating Barry Denham. Select- 
man Denham has been voiceless concerning The Regatta. 

Do you think the Selectmen would approve another 
lawyer in the case? The members would likely stick with Mr. 
Perry who agreed with the decision to fire Fire Department 
Deputy Chief Paul Lopes and incurred a lawsuit for their 
wisdom. The cost of legal fees, for the town and Mr. Lopes, and 
the final settlement could be a shocker for residents. Mr. 
Hathaway also brought into focus the town's Water 
Department's desire to construct a new building in the same 
area as The Regatta. How could the Water Department object to 
The Regatta when it wants to place a structure nearby, he asked. 
Also, he noted that the Fire Department wants a new station in 
the same area. With the nearby streets already experiencing 
flooding problems due to the building of the Police Station and 
funeral home, what would more buildings, such as The Regatta 
and town structures, do? 

Mr. Hathaway also questioned the proposed skate 
board park in the same locale, adding that the issues concerning 
all of these developments have never seriously been addressed 
by the Conservation Commission (ConCom). He cited the expert 
engineer, hired by the nearby residents, issuing opinions counter 
to the engineer hired by the Conservation Commission and paid 
for by the development team. 

Selectman Barry Denham, who was at the meeting, said 
he had made a statement indicating that the Selectmen had no 
jurisdiction in "these matters." That might be true, but what 
about an opinion as a resident? Denham is a contractor. Is there 
a possibility of some work at this project? Let the voters decide 
matters the next time he runs for office. The same would apply 
to Paul Lambalot. Where is his next conflict of interest? Perhaps 
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the line from Julius Caesar might apply: "I come to bury Caesar, 

not to praise him."

To the Editor: 

The Standard-Times article (January 21, 2002) stated: "An 
attempt by the (Mattapoisett) Zoning Board of Appeals to seek 
advice during its deliberations of The Regatta project was 
thwarted by the town attorney," which is Dan Perry. Anyone 
who would like to voice their concerns regarding the Town 
Counsel's handling of The Regatta should write or e-mail the 
Selectmen.

I still have the same impression about our Town 
Counsel that I had throughout the hearings. It is my opinion he 
was more interested in closing the hearing and avoiding a 
lawsuit than he was in making sure the ZB A had expert counsel 
in (making) their decision. Mr. Perry has a responsibility to act in 
the best interest of Mattapoisett. 

Mr. Perry is not an expert in the Chapter 40B law. He 
took control of the ZBA hearings. He refused to answer ques- 
tions and did not offer to find answers. He did not seem to be 
interested in what the residents had to say. The last time the 
residents were allowed to make comments and ask questions, 
Mr. Perry responded as little as possible, much the same way 
that Mr. Lanagan handled the hearing. Unfortunately, although 
the board heard our concerns, we received no answers. They 
were voiced, but they were not addressed by either the devel- 
oper or Mr. Perry. 

Mr. Perry's strong suggestion to close the hearings 
denied the ZBA — and the residents for whom he works and 
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whose taxes pay his salary — the opportunity to hire an attorney 
experienced in defending towns against the developers of 
Chapter 40Bs. Had the hearing been left open, "the Board may 
by majority vote, require that the applicant pay a reasonable 
review fee for the employment of outside consultants chosen by 
the Board alone" (Model local Rules, Section 4.00 Review Fees); 
"The board may wish to use outside counsel with particular 
expertise in the comprehensive permit process" (Guideline 6, 
Guidelines of Local Review for Comprehensive Permits). Mr. Perry 
knew that if he urged the ZBA to close the hearings, they would 
not have the time or authority to hire someone who was better- 
qualified than he to advise the ZBA with their decision. 

The ZBA has three options: grant a permit, grant a 
permit with restrictions, or deny the permit. Given the magni- 
tude of this project, the ZBA deserved expert counsel to enable 
them to make the best decision possible for the town. How can 
they be sure what is in the best interest and best decision for the 
town? Should the town deny the permit (based on the fact that 
there was a 10 percent increase in height), or allow the permit 
with restrictions or grant the permit? The size and height were 
some of the major issues regarding this project. The ZBA is now 
in the position where they are forced to make a decision without 
the benefit of (a) counsel who knows how to protect the 
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interests of the towns with regard to the Chapter 40B law. They 
are now limited by time constraints because Mr. Perry strongly 
urged them to close the meeting. He knew that. 

At the last ZBA meeting, (Selectman) Ray Andrews 
asked that the meeting not be closed so we could get some 
answers to our questions regarding the developer's application 
and the issues of their right to the requested height. Height was 
one of the biggest issues with regard to The Regatta and counsel 
did not attempt to address the legality of the height. Wasn't he 
there to address the legal issues? I would like to know what 
research he did to protect (Mattapoisett). He did not challenge 
anything. How lucky for the developer. 

There is so much conflict of interest in this town with 
regard to (The Regatta). (Selectman Paul) Lambalot eventually 
recused him because of the conflict of interest. I would like to 
know which members of the Board of Selectmen were respon- 
sible (for) the hiring of Mr. Perry in the first place. If (Selectman) 
Lambalot was ... responsible, then I think there could be a 
conflict. Think about it: Mr. Perry, the Town Counsel, was hired 
by an employee Suffolk Construction, and is the Uncle of Jimmy 
Lanagan — and now we are relying on Mr. Perry to protect our 
town against the two. Mr. Perry should have stepped aside also. 

Please write and let the (Mattapoisett) Selectmen know 
if you feel we need to hire an expert!

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defeated and then resorts to pouting and whining after the fact. 
Mr. Camera's post meeting comments in The Standard-Times 
were almost as insulting to the voters of Mattapoisett as the 
actual request for a $120,000 boat by the Harbormasters.

In- 
evitably you'll have to com- 
pare the quoted interest rate 
and then try to figure the im- 
pact of the points added to 
the price. Normally the 
lower the rate, the higher the 
points. So which is the better 
rate, 12% and one point or 
11% and 2 points? 

The easiest way to get the 
answer to this important 
question is to ask the lender 
what the Annual Percentage 
Rate (APR) is. By law, the 
lender must make this dis- 
closure to you. In effect HE 



the dollar rate of the points, 
then make some divine 
mathematical calculation 
and come up with a true 
rate. This is one which you 
can compare from bank to 
bank. 

Points are simply charges 
assessed by a lender for ar- 
ranging the loan. In other 
words, they are a form of in- 
terest collected in advance. 
One point is the equivalent 
of one percent of the mort- 
gage amount you are bor- 
rowing.

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the hack? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in a 
rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play they lean over the edge too far or 
are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

Marion Art Center 

The galleries at the Marion Art Center will reopen 
on Sunday, January 27 with an exhibition of Oriental rugs 
from the Gregorian family collection, which will be on 
display and for sale along with unique fine botanical 
pieces from the Cryptogamic Botany Company by artists 
Molly Fallon and Alex Frost. 

Cryptogam is an archaic term meaning hidden 
(crypto) seed (gamete). In Victorian times, cryptogamic 
botany referred to the group of plants whose seeds could 
not been seen by the naked eye. These hidden-seed plants 
include ferns, mosses, lichens, fungi, and seaweeds. 

Ms. Fallon and Mr. Frost combine their scientific 
and artistic talents to reveal the unique patterns, colors 
and textures of natural forms that might otherwise go 
unnoticed. The seaweeds that they have carefully ar- 
ranged and preserved were collected among the muck 
often hauled from beaches. When looked upon in passing, 
they do not have much to offer — but with an investment 
of time and detailed study, their individuality and beauty 
are revealed. Each piece is presented in its natural form, 
as both a scientifically-accurate botanical specimen and an 
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original work of art. The compositions and colors are 
strikingly elegant. 

The seaweeds are processed to preserve the 
specimens in perpetuity. Their work is on permanent 
display at the American Museum of Natural History in 
New York and was recently exhibited in "The Art and 
Nature of Seaweed" at the Rhode Island School of Design. 

The Gregorian Family Collection of antique 
Oriental rugs of the silk root was developed over 60 years 
and includes examples of 19th and 20th century carpets 
from Persia, Turkey Central Asia, Russia, India, and 
China. The collection has appeared in 72 museums. 

John B. Gregorian is president and CEO of 
Gregorian, Inc. in Newton Lower Falls, MA, one of 
America's oldest and largest rug institutions. He is the 
author of Oriental Rugs of the Silk Route: Culture, Process 
and Selection. The text is anecdotal and informative. 
Behind every handmade Oriental rug is the story of a 
weaver, a shepherd, a dyer, and often an entire village 
without whose skills it would never have come to exist. 
For more than 30 years, Mr. Gregorian has traveled the 
accessible stretches of the Silk Route.

Organ Recital in Marion 

The fourth annual William C. Maxwell Recital for 
Organ will take place at Tabor Academy's Wickenden 
Chapel in Marion on Friday, February 1 at 7:30 pm. The 
concert is open to the public and is free of charge. A 
reception to meet the organist will follow the recital. 

Thomas Hazelton has been described as "A 
master of the King of Instruments," according to The Los 
Angeles Times ... "Magical, marvelous, musical in every 
best way," stated Michael Barone of Minnesota Public 
Radio. Mr. Hazleton is considered to be one of few concert 
organists equally at home at the console of classical and 
theatre organs. Tom was named "Organist of the Year" by 
the American Theatre Organ Society. As a leading record- 
ing artist, Mr. Hazleton has over 40 albums, cassette tapes 
and compact discs to his credit. All have received critical 
acclaim by both public and critics alike.

Formerly Professor of Organ at the University of the 
Pacific and Organist and Associate Director of Music at 
the Menlo Park (California) Presbyterian Church, 
Hazelton's worldwide concert performances have taken 
him from the Mormon Tabernacle, to the Sydney, Austra- 
lia Town Hall. He has also appeared at the console of the 
renowned instrument in John Wanamaker's, Philadelphia, 
at St. Paul's Cathedral, London, The Riverside Church, 
New York City, and the Crystal Cathedral. 

Thomas Hazleton presently resides in 
Pennsylvania's Lehigh Valley where he is on the staff of 
the Allen Organ Company. As a leading organ designer 
and tonal consultant, his specifications appear on many of 
the world's finest organs. 
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William C. Maxwell arrived in Marion with his 
wife Cookie in 1947 to teach Spanish and French at Tabor 
Academy under his Deerfield Academy mentor and Tabor 
Academy Headmaster, James Wickenden. For the next 
forty years he remained in the classroom coaching, 
sailing, and accompanying the choirs until his first 
retirement in 1987. But Mr. Maxwell's service to Tabor 
Academy was still not ended. Always interested in 
learning new things, when Tabor built the Wickenden 
Chapel and installed its first organ, Bill began studying 
the "king of instruments." He then took over the twice- 
weekly chapel duties and continued as Chapel Organist 
until the installation of the present instrument. In April of 
1998, Bill presided at the console for the dedication of the 
Andrew Heitman Memorial Organ. In addition to his 
distinguished service at Tabor, Mr. Maxwell was honored 
last year for his fifty years of service as Music Director at 
the First Congregational Church of Marion. Tabor Acad- 
emy is proud to play host to this annual concert series in 
honor of one of our most devoted faculty as well as one of 
Marion's most distinguished citizens. 

The Andrew Heitman Memorial Organ is the gift 
of Ann and Richard Heitman (Andrew, Class of 1989). 
When it came to the attention of Mr. and Ms. Heitman 
that the original chapel organ needed to be replaced, they 
realized they had found a fitting means to memorialize 
their son's life and contributions to Tabor Academy. 
Andrew's interest in music began in music lessons while 
at Tabor and his new found passion for composing led his 
mother to pick up the torch and begin learning music 
herself. The result was the memorial organ. 

The pipe organ is one of the oldest of musical 
instruments. Historians trace its origins to ancient Rome, 
though it came into its current form in the early Middle 
Ages. The earliest organ still playable, in Sion, Switzer- 
land is over 800 years old. The Andrew Heitman Memo- 
rial Organ in Wickenden Chapel continues this venerable 
tradition, drawing upon the stop list of some of the most 
renowned organs in the world.

> Black Hawk Down. Starring Josh Hartnett, Ewan McGregor, 
and Tom Sizemore. Directed by Ridley Scott. Running time: 
143 minutes. MPAA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Perhaps because we are at war, the visceral combat movie 
Black Hawk Down has gotten a bit of a free ride from many critics. 
Let this be a roadblock, if a small one. The film takes a relatively 
recent true war story — the disastrous 1993 military effort in 
Somalia — and strips it down for action. It's as if a slasher film had 
half an hour of sketchy character set-up, then devoted two 
straight hours to nothing but kill, kill, kill. There's a certain purity 
to it, but past a certain point it's just Ridley Scott playing toy 
soldiers. 

Scott, you may recall, was once a real director — gifting the 
science-fiction genre with two of its finest ornaments, Alien and 
Blade Runner, and doing a solid job of work on Thelma & Louise that 
amounted to staying out of the way of Callie Khouri's excellent 
script. Last year's Hannibal was a comeback of sorts for him — the 
movie was his to screw up, and he didn't — but otherwise he has 
collapsed into the mannerisms of his brother Tony, burying 
simple stories in pompous gritty style, and Black Hawk Down is the 
grittiestyet. The movie isn't a militaristic joke like Scott's 1997 G.I. 
Jane, but it's on about the same dramatic level. 

Screenwriter Ken Nolan's paring down of Mark Bowden's 
acclaimed book reduces the soldiers to ciphers carrying only the 
most functional of dialogue (and not always the most functional 
of weaponry). As one Black Hawk helicopter goes down, and 
then another, and the soldiers try to carry out frantic rescue 
missions while flattened by Somali fire, the movie's businesslike 
relentlessness gets oppressive and exhausting — which, I suppose, 
is true to the actual experience, but it would' ve been nice to get to 
know a few of the men we're meant to care about. 

Here, for instance, is Josh Hartnett, who still looks like a high- 
school senior but is unaccountably getting war-hero roles in 
movies like this and Pearl Harbor. Whenever the camera's on him, 
he purses his lips and looks grim. Let' s move on to two Trainspo tting 
alumni, Ewan McGregor and Ewen Bremner, who manage to 
sneak some spark into their roles (a desk jockey who's sort of 
eager to get into combat and a bug-eyed, deafened soldier, 
respectively). Then there's Tom Sizemore, who's going to be 
typecast as the Reliable Potato-Shaped Grunt for the rest of his life 




if he isn't careful; and quirky talents like Ron Eldard and Jeremy 
Piven, thrown away as chopper pilots; and poor Orlando Bloom, 
last seen ventilating Ores in The Fellowship of the Ring, now seen as 
a wet-nosed private whose mishap sets the whole rotten tragedy 
of errors in motion. 

Hartnett, Bremner and Sizemore were also in Pearl Harbor, 
which like Black Hawk Down was produced by Jerry Bruckheimer 
(both films also pretentiously lack a studio-identification graphic 
at the beginning, as if the movies were too important for that). 
Bruckheimer seems to be taking it upon himself to be the trash 
Thucydides of the new millennium, the chronicler of American 
catastrophe; he's even been warily suggesting that he might be 
interested in a film about the 9/11 attacks, and such a film, if 
nothing else, might make an ideal companion DVD along with 
Pearl Harbor and Black Hawk Down in the inevitable "Americans 
Under Fire" boxed set. 

How is Black Hawk Down as a pure combat movie? Sometimes 
tight — Scott gets a lot of mileage out of rocket launchers — but 
eventually monotonous, with the time-honored badly wounded 
soldier choking out a request to tell his parents he fought hard, 
and his buddy's time-honored reassuring response, "You can tell 
'em yourself." There are a few fake-outs, such as when a downed 
pilot makes sure to linger over a pocket photo of his wife and kids 
before he's overtaken by a crowd of enemy soldiers and then ... 
isn't killed. Indeed, the characters' chances of survival increase or 
decrease according to their audience-recognition factor; the guys 
from Pearl Harbor and the guy from Moulin Rouge will most likely 
make it out okay, but the eighteen Americans who died on 
Somalian soil are mainly played by unknowns. The fallen soldiers 
are listed before the end credits, not that we know them any better 
now than we did before the movie started.

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Changes and Choices

Voters in Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester may 

actually have to do some serious consideration before en- 
tering the voting booths this spring. Unlike past elections 
in the three towns where many incumbents ran unchal- 
lenged, or were able to handily defeat the sparse competi- 
tion, each town will have a clear choice to make between 
two or more candidates for the towns' highest offices — 
and in the case of Marion and Rochester, they will usher 
in a total of three new Selectmen ... two in the former and 
one in the latter. 

There are both pros and cons to maintaining the sta- 
tus quo, and there's a great deal of comfort and reassur- 
ance to be had from that which is familiar. But familiarity 
can also breed contempt, as the saying goes, and there's 
always an even greater risk that things can soon become 
stale and predictable over time. 

When it comes to small-town politics in the tri-town 
area, though, I've always found myself initially resistant 
to change and then sometimes refreshingly surprised at 
what a newcomer might bring to the table. To be sure, the 
past decade has seen countless politicians come and go in 
Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester — some have left their 
mark, while others have become mere faded memories. 

Clearly, Marion voters will face an interesting and busy 
election on April 26, as they seek to not only fill a vacant 
one-year Selectman's seat left in the wake of Jonathan 
"Jody" Dickerson's resignation earlier this month, but also 
the three-year seat currently held by Albert Winters, who 
announced he would not seek re-election last week. With 
relative newcomer Benjamin Bryant as the sole returning 
member, there will be three fresh faces sitting behind the 
big long table in the Marion Town House come April. 

To date, only Marion School Committee member An- 
drew N. Jeffrey has pulled nomination papers for the 
three-year Selectman's seat. Planning Board member 
David K. Pierce has also thrown his hat into the ring for 
the vacant one-year Selectman's term as of press time. 

Other seats up for consideration on the April 26 Marion 
Annual Town Election ballot and those who have taken 
out nomination papers at press time: Planning Board, 3 
years (John Rockwell); Marion School Committee, 2 seats, 
3 years (Susan Grosart, Karen Kevelson); ORR School Com- 
mittee, 3 years (Sheri Gay); Tree Warden (G. Ronald Win- 
ters); Town Clerk (Debra M. Blanchette); Town Treasurer 
(Debra M. Blanchette); and Tax Collector (Debra M. 
Blanchette). Nomination papers need to be filed and re- 
turned by March 8 to the Marion Town Clerk's office. 



Rochester voters will also pick a new person to fill the 
three-year term on the Board of Selectmen currently held 
by Richard D. Cutler, who also declined to make a run for 
re-election this year. To date, it's shaping up to be a three- 
way race between Town Treasurer John Hall, former can- 
didate and Finance Committee member Michael Bare, and 
candidate Richard Nunes. 

Other positions and prospective candidates who will 
likely appear on the April 10 Annual Town Election ballot 
in Rochester: Park Commission (Steve Grenier); Town 
Clerk (Naida Parker); Town Treasurer (John Hall); Tax 
Collector (Tom Gayoski); Library Trustee (Scott 
Rounseville); Board of Assessors, 2 years (Suzanne 
Szyndlar); Board of Assessors, 3 years (John Mello); Her- 
ring Inspector (William Watling); Memorial School Com- 
mittee (Carolyn Pruchnik); Planning Board (Arnold 
Johnson); Library Trustee (Lina Bourque). 

Town Clerk Naida Parker reminds all candidates that 
the deadline to return nomination papers is February 20, 
and the last day to register for the April 10 election is March 
21. 

In Mattapoisett, there will likely be a three-way con- 
test for the three-year seat on the Board of Selectmen cur- 
rently held by incumbent Raymond H. Andrews on the 
April 2 Town Election ballot. In addition to Mr. Andrews, 
second-time challenger Daniel Goodman, Sr. and new- 
comer Jordan C. Collyer have also pulled nomination pa- 
pers for the position, but only Mr. Collyer has returned 
the required signatures according to the Town Clerk's of- 
fice at press time. 

Speaking of which, there promises to be another in- 
teresting contest in the race for Town Clerk to fill the seat 
formerly held by Lois K. Ennis until her retirement last 
year. Temporary Appointee Rebecca H. McCullough will 
run against longtime Town Clerk office employee Barbara 
A. Sullivan for the position.
